ATLANTIC SHORE 


LINE SUFFERS 


LOSS BY FIRE 


Car Bam Office and Contents At Ken- 


nebnnh a Total Loss 


The big car barn, rotary 
and of- 


fice of the Atlantic Shore Line Rail- 
road at 
Town H^use, 
Kennebunk, 


were entirely destroyed by fire early 
'Sunday morning 
along with seven 


electric cars, involving a loss esti- 
mated at from $50,000 to $75,000. 


The fire is said to have started in 


the office and was discovered short- 
ly after 12.30. ' It must have gained 
•great headway for within 
a 
few 


minutes the flames had spread to the 
car barn and this big structure was 
soon a roaring mass of flames. The 
•watchmen were able to get a few ot 
the cars out of .the bam hut before 


ttiey could get them all, seven 
liad 


been destroyed. 


From 
the car 
barn 
the flames- 


spread to the rotary and this was de- 
stroyed. 
The flames from the flre 


were fanned by a high -wind 
which 


prevailed at the time and soon after 
starting it was seen that there was 
no hope of. saving the building 
or 


any of the adjoining iproperty. 
The 


employes of the roa-d who live in that 
section were quick to respond to the 
alarm, 
but before they arrived the 


flames -had enveloped1 the big barn 
and their attention was turned 
to 


the saving of the property 
around 


th.e building, Tvhich .was in immedi- 
ate danger. 


The car barn is the largest on the 


entire system and was of brick and 
supposed to have been in a meaure 
fire proof. The material stored there 
and the seven cars added fuel to the 
flames and in a short tirn« the flames 
were threateuiii!; all oC the property 
for some distance in the direction o[ 
ihe wind. 
There was a high wind 


blowing at the time and the sparks 
were carried for some distance. 


How the flames could have 
got 


such a headway is 'a mystery. - Be- 
tween the office where the fire start- 
ed and the car barn there are stand- 
ard nre .proof 
doors 
with1 fusable 


links, and between the -car Tjam and 
the rotary there are similar doori. 
With these precautions the puzzle if- 
how the flre could have started 
in 


the office at that time of the morning 
and gained enough headway to have 
broken through the fire doors. 
The 


fact that the electric cars are heated 
with stoves was at first though 
to 


have been the cause of the fire, hut 
the cause was later given out as be- 
ing in • the office. 
There are 
two 


watchmen on duty in the building all 
night. 


The 'loss will reach hetween 
$50,- 


000 and $75,00-0 of which there 
is 


about 515,000 insurance on the build- 
ing and 58,000 on the rotary. 
The 


cars are also insured and are valued 
at about $1800 a piece. In addition 
to the loss on the building and 
the 


cars there "was a considerable am- 
ount of machinery that has been re- 
cently installed in a section of 
the

The well to do New York woman 


is not uniformly opposed to having 
a child or children In the house, 
notwithstanding an impression to the 
contrary, says the New Vork Sun. 
A clergyman lately returned from 
Germany told of a German woman of 
more than average education and 
cultiire who said to him pityingly: 
"I understand ihat in New York 
there are no children." 


The other side of this story is that 


in New York there are hundreds of 
childless homes which would gladly 
welcome a child could one be had 
for adoption. 
The mistress of such 


a home naturally Is not willing to 
cars for a child during its tender 
years only to have is snatched away 
by a legal guardian when he or she 
reaches a bread winning stage. Peo- 
ple prefer to adopt the child legally 
or to lot It alone. 


"Surely," it is often urged, "with 


all ihn orphan and half orphan and 
foundling asylums New York sup- 
port? it is the easiest tiling in the 
world to get a child to adopt" But 
is it? This assumption "certainly can't 
be nrovpd by the managers or theso 
ir.sr.irutiop.s- 
A chat with half a 


dozen of them shows that there is an 
Increase:.! demand frotn New York 
women for children to ad6[it, and 
most of them admit that they cannot 
supply the demand.. 
This is espe- 


cially true of Protestant institutions. 


For instance, at the State Chari- 


ties Aid Association, whose office is 
in the Unltod Charities Building-, the 
secretary showed a bundle of ap- 
proved 
applications—seventeen 
of 


them—for children under two years 
of age, and another bundle of twenty- 
two applications not yet investigated, 
and no prospect of being able to fur- 
nish a fifth of the number o£ child- 
ren asked for. In the last year this 
society furnished fifty-three children, 
for legal adoption by thoroughly re- 
sponsible persons of means, thirty- 
four of whom live in New York city. 


At the Female Guardian Society 


;;nd Home for the Friendless, which 
takes cars of more than 200 child- 
ren.

An Exercise in AYhich Judgement 


and Quickness Are Called For. 


A new physical culture game for 


children has been thought out by 
a teacher whose specialty is instruct- 
ing children during the summer. 


As soon as children are out-of 


school they dislike the thought of 
anything that sounds like lessons. 
Yet many of them need the develop- 
ment of regular physical exercise 
under %a teacher, and some of them 
have to be treated for different con- 
ditions, such 
as 
badly developed 


lungs or anaemia sluggish circula- 
tion, &c. 


The teacher who makes a spece- 


ialty of summer instruction makes 
the children play at fencing, with, 
wooden swords, and finds that his 
work arouses their interest and their 
instincts for sport. 
The first half 


of the lesson is devoted to the regu- 
lar physical exercises. 
The second 


half is taken up with fencing, and 
weak, children, are much benefited 
by it, because it takes little physical 
strength and yet exercises all the 
limbs, developes the lungs and the 
torso. 
The children are fitted out 


with basket masks to protect their 
faces, and wicker handles to the 
-.voo:!on foils which, come well over 
the 
hand. 
They 
wear 
sweaters, 


bloomers and regular fencing shoes 
v.-ith rubber soies. 
The children 


•earn to parry and to attack accord- 
ing to the rules of the art, and they 
soon develop the grace of body and 
the quick and agile motions which 
are the attributes of a skilful fencer. 


"I have had to teach a great many 


children who seemed mentally back- 
word," said the teacher, "and I Cncl 
that this play of fencing helps to 
quicken the mind and the eye as well 


r-.r-. to develop the body. 
Dull chilcl- 


rcj can be made to take nn interest 
in fencing (perhaps because of the 
paraphernalia required) more easily 
than in ordinary physical culture: 
Then there is. the zest given by hav- 
ing an opponent to fight with, in- 
stead of doins exercises more or less 
automatically, with only a teacher 
looking on. 
Of course, I vary the 


game a great deal from regular fenc- 
ing with foils and I make the child- 
ren fence with right and left hands. 
Most children ean do this easily. But 
tbe game, 
which should not last 


longer thr.n four or five minutes at a 
time, wiih a rest in between bo;:ts. 
is one that appeals 
to'1 tlie child's 


mind and it is an excellent physical 
and mental stimulus, particularly for 
the phlpgmanc and rather dull child, 
as it is an exercise in which judg- 
ment and quickness of eye are all- 
important."
